dꝛeth laumciers, and as many carbines, cenmandirig the 
Baron of Biron to take 1 5. hight bozſemen, and ſer them 
fa; (pies to get the watch word. Ju the meane white hee 
went into a wa right band, accompanicy 
onely with 2 5 .hozfes. The ſpies of the ſai harm of Biron 
bought newes , that the enemy was departed rom a ſmal 
village called Bazoge , and that they marches tolvardos 
Pentauers where the riner of Eine paſſeth then Upon 
the (ame tune the king came ints the ſaid village, twhere he 
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andreadis lojtofight in his Patches behalfe, The king 


ſent Monſieur de Fronterac ;/Chicot , and Dauerus to 
eſpie vpon S. Martins mount if the entmy had no ay 
buſhes at the foote of the hill, but they ſaw them plainelp in 
an open plaine, their faces turned towardes Pontauers. 
His Maieſty paſſedthe riuer of Voeſle in the fozeſaid vil- 
lage,andcommanded Monſieur de la Noue to march in 
all halt with his ſoꝛtes towardes Pontarſy, to ſtop the 


ſtuffe and carriage,it made him not to venture, butmar- 
ched a great league within theplaine, ſending theſaidbaron 
deBiron with 25. lanciers befo;e his conet of light benie. 
Commanded alſo Moni eur de la Noue to ſend him ten 
ſoldiours out of cuery canpanie , and to lodge and reſreſh 
the reſt al the arnue, which he did. Then his 'mateſtic 
made figeſmallſhnadzons of hozſemen of 30. 60. hozſes 
in enery troupe. Che carbines of the enimy began to dam 
towardes the baron ot Biron, whom his did back 
a farre of, with ide Lo Alfonze Lorſe, and

The king being toyned with bim, te ſaid Lozd Alone 
ſhewed unto bis highnes the Duke of Parma, tuho woze

tafle aray,commanded pꝛeſently a retrait, and not thinking 
that the retire would fall ſo long, was fozced to remaine 
ſoure houres in battaile aray befoze the enimp, uh came 

armed vato him. M hereupon he left to backe him, the Ba⸗ 
ron oi Biton with his troupe oflight hoaſemen; conducted 
by Monſicur de Sandall, who had left Captaine Brouſt 
and two companies of light hozle twenty paces behinde 
hun, to keepe the carbines in heath. An indiſcrete ſoul- 
— ——— 
bandes of the enimies light bozfemen, began to crie 3 


his hege · Hereupon the ſaid baron de Biron returned di- 
reutytowardes the enimie, and cauſing the dead bodie to be 
laid vpon a hozſe,and to be carried vnto the tolne of Lon- 
gaua ll, made a ferme ſfanding vpon the top ol the hill, from 
the which he could not come downe into the- ſaid village, 
inclo@ with a lowe bzicke wall, but th2ough a ſtraight 
and narrow way. Pts Maleſfie thinking that the baron of 
Biron was indigcrcd, would haue commanded Monſieur 
de'Sandallto giue a charge with his light bazſes; but ere 
long notire was giucn how he had pꝛeuented the eninne, 
and that his backe foꝛtes being ioyned with him, had toge-

upon the ſaid S. Denis ſhut the gates. Mhe 
toes their hozſes andfolg wed the king, who leſt the tau. 
„ 
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lage and the towne of Pontarſy there lyeth a wore , atthe 
fe whereof his Maieſtie placedhislanciers in battaile a, 
rap,to make thir ſtanding ig the wood, got 
the.towne of Pontarſy, where all his the ri 
ner. The enimie went directly out of the village, landing 
ſtill a while by the way, fo2 feare of an ambuſh of Mot, that 
might be lodged in the wood, but at laſt they pafſtdthzough 
it, and met with the baron of Biron , who g 
lie we fiue and twentie o2 thirtie of them. Þis 
Patieſtie cauſed Captaine Langemis company to light, 
who ſaluted the enimp with ſuch a value of ſhot , that they 
kilde a great nomber of them, ard thus they retired to the 
towne againe and paffed the riuer. The dune ol Parma be»

troupes verie well appointed, with the which they parting 
the awd dap ſrem the Caſtle of Niſy, perſued the enimie 
marching towardes Larbre de Suyſe: Che fuccefle of 
which purſute, por thallforrthwith receine.

ÞE Loe Diguires haning receiued 
the Kings commaundement by two lef- 
ters of his Maieſty to warre againſt the 
73 Dune of Sauoy thought it god to delay 
rns longer the erecution of his will. But 
Gly vpon the receipt of bis Letters, which 
: was about the latter ende of Pate (ha- 
uing delayed his purpoſe vntill then, but onely fo; the lets 
and hinderances her had in Prouence which was affaulted 
in diners places by the leagers of Sauoy, Lionnois, and 
Daulphine) purpoſed to put in all haſte the Kings com 
maundement in execution. 


This deliberation was pet ſtayed fa; the aide which 
he in perſon was fozced to gine to the Lv2d de la Valette, 
in the moneth of June and July, which were almoſt who- 
ly ſpent in the affaires of Proucnce,where they had ſo god 
a ſucceſſe, that the enemy (haning reſuſed the combate,and 
loſt the field) abandoned in token of his cowardneſſe the 
Townes and Caffels of Pcruis, Pumichet, Vallanſele, 
Montaignac, Soluiers, Pignauers , and Lorgis, ſome of 
them bꝛought vnto the Kings obedtence by fozce,and ſome 
by compoſition. 


2 During 
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abſence, the Captaine la Cazette, be- 
inghis Mateſties ſubiect, but yet affectionated vnto the 
Duke of Sauoy, compounded with the Duke vpon the ta- 
king of theTownes and Caſtels of Briancon and Eſsiles, 
kept by thoſe of the Neutralles , and hauing receined com- 
miſſion to that ende, to leauie ſouldiours , expected the ar- 
riuall of foure and twentie Spaniſh companies foz to bzing 
— their aide and afſi- 


The Loꝛde Deguiſires tnfozmed of long time ol his 
pactizes, and fozeſeeing the impoztance of that loſſe, which 
fhould hinder and ſhut vp the paſſage ofthe Artillery and 
French armie, and leane no way to come by anp meanes 
in Piemont, p:actiſed ſo purpoſely with the chiefe inba bi⸗ 
tants ofthe vallies: that by their means the honſe of Ca- 
zette wasblowen vp, and he flame. the fifteenth day of Ju⸗ 
4 And ſo the Duke was there foz that time pꝛeuented of 

is purpoſe, 


This newes being bzought vnto the Lode De- 
guiſires, it cauſed him to turne backe into Daulphine,and 
to march in all haſte towardes d'Ambrum , — the 


deputies of the ſaide vallies did merte him, who (after they 
had declared unto ham the treaſansof Cazerte, the Pa⸗ 
pers which were founde in his houſe ) bounde 

by oathe to be faithfall vnto the King : and ſo they were 
ſent backe againe, ts bꝛing the people that had fent them 
moze affectionated vnto his Paieſttes ſeruite and obedi- 
ence. 
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meane while the ſaſde Te Deguifires ba- 
— which the laid death, vo⸗ 
tuntarie yelding of that people, and the Towne of Brian- 
con did cauſe, and knowing alſo, that thoſe which were of 
the Kings de within the Towne, beganne to be incoura- 
ged, cauiſed ſoure Camons to be dzawen and b2ought be- 


the ſixteenth day of the moneth of Anguit., by — 
who was appointed Gouernour by the Dake de Maine of 
that place- 


From thence the L oꝛde Deguiſiers ent to Mont- 
geure, tu take Efviles vyon a contract which he had made 
long befoze with the Gouernour thereof . And feoing that 
this bargaine was made but in wozdes onely, aud that he 
was not ſufficiently p2ouided to fo2ce the ſaide piace, any 
that the Loꝛde dela Valette did daily ſollicite htm to gene 
aide to Saint Maximine, beſeged by Martiningo , hee 
was contentedto take, foz that time, the aathes onelp of 
the commumaltie , who ſhewed themſelues greately alle⸗ 
ttionated vnto the Kings ſeruice. 


After this her tooke his way fowardes Prouence and 
lodged the fifteenth day of Auguſt neare vnta Barcelone. 
Sal ines an olde Spaniſh Captaine, being chiefe Colonell 
of the light hoꝛſemen of Piemont, during the Kinges 
warres, departedat that time from Barcelone, whereof 
be was Gouernour vnder the Duke, and aſſaulted one 
guarter where one companie of 4 Inlanterie of Boyſet, 

- and 
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and twelue laumces of the Loꝛde Brickmorte were lod⸗ 
ged, who receiued them ſo valiantly, by the ayde of two 
other companies of fotemen that came running thither in 
all haſte vppon the noyſe they hearde, that Salines leſte 
fire ſcoꝛe ol his men dead, and thirtie Spantardes taken, 
fauing himſelle but with ſire other. V oluant Capitaine 
of the Dukes guarde was there alſo taken, and hurte, 
whereof he died wpthina day after, recciuing by his death 
a iuſt rewarde and puniſhment accoꝛding vnto his deſerts, 
becauſe he had ſolde vnto the deceaſed Duke of Saucy , af- 
ter the death al the Marſhall de Bellegarde , the Towne 
and Caftcllof Cramanolle , where he and his father were 
Gouernours offoz the King, 


The nexte day following , being the ſirteenth day of 
Auguſt , the ſaide Lozdetwke by compoſition the Caſtell 
ol Roſolez, which is the Dukes, and had there in garriſon 
two companies of fotemen that were permitted to departt 
with their armour , but lefte their colours behinde. 


After thts explolte, continuing. his waie , her came 
into Prouence fo fitly foꝛ thoſe of Saint Maximane, that 
Martiningo aduertiſed of his coninung (his army being 
very weake and diſo2dered) remeued his ſiege. And ths 
Loꝛde Diguiſiers nowentered in the Country, to the end, 
that hee might there leaue ſome token of his comming, 
cauſed thre Cannons to he b2ought befoze the Caffell of 
Barles to batter it. And after a liege of eight dapes tooke 
tt at his owne diſcretion the laſt day of Auguſt, 


During 
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During theſe iourneys the Duke of Sauoy, being ac- 
eompaned with th2ce thouſand fwtemen 02 there-aboutes, 
and foure hundzeth light Hozlemen came to beſiege 
andbatter with ther Cannons, a Church called, Saint 
Paules, which the ſaide Lozde Diguiſiers had but in pal⸗ 
ling by koꝛtiſted, ſcituated in the dominion of the ſaid Duke, 
foure 02 ſiue leagues from Ambrum , and toe it by com- 
poſition, the garriſon thereof going away with their ar- 
mour, coulours, and dʒumme in „ the verie 
ſame day that Barles was taken. 


The ſame day alſo the ſaide Loꝛde Diguiſiers bering 
aduertiſed ol the ſerge of Saint Paule marched in all haſte 
and diligence to ſuccour it, with intent to offer the Duke 
a battaile, vung to that ende ſo great a eeleritie, that the 
third dap of September hee lodged in Varret, the leagues 
lrom his Þighnefſe , who beeing diſmayed at his ſodaine 
and vnloked faz arriuall, toke the paines to retire in per⸗ 
ſon the ſame night from the mountaine of Larche, and 
marchedallthatnight with Linkes, beeing thenerte day 
followed by his olune fo2ces , whereof ſome in the rere- 
warde wereſlaine and taken, and amongeſt other, Don 
Pedrode V egiers a Spaniard, and archer of the Dukes 
foteguarde was taken, 


The nexte day following, which was the firte day of 
the ſaide moneth, the L oꝛde Diguifiers was reſolutely de⸗ 
termined tofozce and aſſault aint Paule againe, and al- 
though he had not his Cannons ready at hand, yet did her 
lay ſeege vnts it, aſſaulting it with handiblowes, and ha⸗ 
e, and made a bzeach cauſed two 
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hundzeth al the ouldiours that were within it, fo be put 
to the ©wozde taking none p2iſoner , but the Captaine ds 
Strata, gouerna of the ſaid plate, and his Enfigne cal- 
led Hercules Couero af Millan. This Fo:te remained 
but foure dayes in the ennemies hande , and was taken a⸗ 
gains in ſkirmiſh which continued ther houres , where- 
im, of the Kings fide , buf one Captaine was ame, calted 
Bolleuene, and ſome fewe Souldiours hurte , al- 
1 the Fozte had Flanguers and Ditches round 


At the ſame time that the Duke did batter Saint 
Paule, hehadcauſed his army with ſome parte of the fo2- 
ces of Sauoy and Piemont to march towardes the valley 
of Eſsiles, hoping by his loꝛces which were of foure thou⸗ 
ſand fetemen , and thꝛe hundveth hoꝛſe, to ſacke 
all the Countrie of Briancon, tobatter Guileſter, and o- 
ner · runne Lambriuois . But the loꝛde Deguiſi ers bees 
ing hereof informed, and deſirous to diſappoint the Duke 
ol his purpoſe , pꝛeſently afterthetaking of Saint Paule, 
which he raced vnto the grounde, toke his iourney to- 
wardes Briancon, and knowing that the ennemie, who 
was lodged in Cheumont, made peparation to konte the 
paſſage of Selte, kept and foztifiedby the inhabitants of 
the valleis , ſent thither Monſi eur de Morges his nephew 
— hozſemen, and two 


2 5 er 02. a hundzeth men of 
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armes) was repulled, leaning fire ſco2e of bis inen dead vp» 
on the place: which happened vpon the ninth dap of Sep- 


Type thirteenth day of the ſame moneth the lozde De- 
guiſires arrinedin Douley , the leagues from Eſiles, 
where newes was b;onght hum, that the Duke hauing 
ſent one parte of his fo:ces vnto Monſieur de Sonnes, 
was gone himſelfe to Nice, which did cauſe him fs2 to 
tudge, that the ſaide Sonnes , beeing nowe ſtrengthened 
with a newe ſupply of men, would aduenture and bazarde 
the bolder the combate . Whereemto the ſatde loꝛde deſi- 
rous to dꝛawe and bzing him, determined to batter E(- 
files, and to that ende bzonght fonre Cannons from 
Ambrum , making them to paſſe the montaines, and 
to be planted in ſight of the place, not ceaſing neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe to ſhews himſelfe euery other day befoze Chamois , 
where the ſaide Sonnes was. Who being greened with 
his ftmpo2tunacte, lefte Chamois, and retired fo Suze, 
where the (aide lozde Deguiſicrs following him the ſiro 
and twentith day of September, to diew the place and to 
marke the cormtenaemce of his ernemp, encotmtred ham 
by chaumte not farre from Jalaſſe, and halfe a league 
from Suze , accompanyed with fifkteene hundꝛeth harque⸗ 
buzters , and fine coꝛnets of hoꝛſemen, whome he aſſaul⸗ 
ted ſo furiouſly at the entring of the plaine , that the enne- 
my being charged with one hundꝛed and thz& ſcoꝛe hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, was diſcomfited and put to flight, leawirig foure hin- 
ded launciers dead vppon the place , Amongef# whome- 
were Clapot the elver , ſergeant of the battaile , the loꝛde 
Montaignes and Valuernes. There were ſeanenterne 
head Captaines oz chtefe officers ſlaine and taken . And a- 
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renſoꝛced by thoſe of Ponts and Bri⸗ 

—— Souldiours as of 
their troupes as of thegouernours, and S. Saunois com- 
pales , and two 03 the hundzed ſhot, charged andalte- 
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the gouernour 
there by the Duke de Maines appointment, ſcing the ill 
eſtate of the Duke ol Sauoys affaires, the Comm 
ted, the lope Diguiſicrs inen with ewe rü, ll 
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Kerte day alter this preiding , the lade Diguiſicrs 
haning vnberſtode, that Monſieur Morges his nephewe 
had a dap to fight ſiſtie againſt tie on hoꝛſe backe
